THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Andover, in the County 
of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at Town House, in said 
Andover on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same.

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the maintenance of cemeteries. 

7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of twenty-five dollars for memorial purposes and 
pay the same to Prescott Jones Post, No. 32, G. A. R. 

8. To see if the town will vote to put water into the 
kitchen of the town house and raise and appropriate money 
to pay for the same. 

9. To see if the town will vote to purchase a road ma- 
chine and raise and appropriate money for the same.

The trustees of the Andover Town Library submit the 
following report for the year ending Feb. 15, 1911: 

The number of books issued during the year at the 
Centre Village was 2,855, and the number of borrowers was 
235. At East Andover, 850 books were issued to 75 bor- 
rowers. Total circulation, 3,705; total number of bor- 
rowers, 310; an increase in circulation of 33.5 per cent in 
number of borrowers 9.5 per cent.
